N u d ilen D e a th o r th e P r e s id e n t o f 
th e W efU ern ( 'a io n T e le g r a p h C o m ­ 
p a n y —B io g ra p h ic a l H is to r y o f th e 
D e c e a se d . 
N ew York, April 22.—Hon. William 
Orlon, President of the Wet tem Union 
Telegraph Company, died this m orning. 
The immediate cause of the death of Blr. 
Orton was apoplexy, 
with which he was 
stricken at l l o’clock last night. 
He attended church yesterday morning 
and a collection was taken up alter service 
and Blr. Ortoo examined the receipts, and 
expressed pleasure that so large an amount 
had been obtained. 
On returning to bis 
home, lie ate dinner with a good appetite, 
and then went to drive in Central Park. 
After supper he complained of feelingjired 
and went lo bed at an early hour. * He 
awoke soon after, feeling sick, and yoni fl­ 
ied. A t l l o’clock be was seized with a 
fit ot ap oplexy, and his right side appear­ 
ed lo be completely paralyzed. 
SKETCH OF HIS LIFE. 
Blr. Orton was born in Cuba, AllegbaDy 
county, New York, June 11,1820. 
His 
education was rude and limited so far as he 
received it from others. 
Like many other 
men who have been called to largo trusts, 
he was mainly his own instructor, choosing 
such studies as seemed most needed to aid 
him in working out the practical issues of 
a laborious life ta which he had devoted 
his utmost energy. From tho year 1845 to 
the opening of the war, Blr. Orton was 
connected with the book trade. 
In 1802 
Mr. Orton was appointed Collector of In­ 
ternal Revenue for the Sixth District of 
the city of New York. 
Here his strongest 
elements first found development. 
Tne 
duties were new, and tne rules governing 
them rude and elementry. 
To act safely 
under them required a clear and apprecia­ 
tive knowledge of the general principles of 
law, and the way be discharged the duties 
of the office drew upon him public notice. 
in 1805 Mr. Ortoo was appointed Com­ 
missioner of Internal Revenue at W ashing­ 
ton. the duties or which position he fulfill­ 
ed so well as to elicit a highly complimen­ 
tary letter from Secretary of the Treasury 
McCullocb, when Mr. Orlon resigned his 
position to accept, in 1805. the Presidency 
of the United Slates Telegraph Company, 
then .unanim ously tendered him 
by its 
Board ot Directors. 
No sooner had he 
entered upon its duties than lie began an 
exhaustive examination of its affairs, and 
soon ascertained that the company was 
sinking money rapidly and largely. 
A 
vigorous attem pt at economy accompllshed 
something to arrest the accumulating lots. 
But it soon became evident that new ap­ 
pliances must be used, the line pushed 
through rapidly to the Pacific, and new 
capital enlisted to a large extent, to give

Section 3—Any person offending against 
any of the provisions of Section 2 of this 
chapter shall be liable to a fine ot two dol­ 
lars for each and every offense, to be re­ 
covered with costs, and shall also be liable 
to the builder of said walks for all dam­ 
ages. Justices of the Peace of any to wu 
in the county shall have jurisdiction of 
any violation of the provisions of this chap­ 
ter and all floes when collected shall be 
paid ioto the town treasury, and be applied 
to the repair of tideways.”

Alter the calling of the roll by the Clerk, 
Mayor Norcross delivered the following 
IN ACG URAL MESSAGE: 
As we enter upon the duties of the new 
municipal year, let us briefly look at the 
condition of the city, so that we may more 
readily determine what our work should 
be. 
Some of the members of the present 
Board have been residents of the city fig 
almost thirty years, and none less than ten 
or twelve years. Some of you have held 
positions in the city government for years, 
and all but two have been aldermen, so 
that our c institutor have the ngnt to ex 
pect Inat we know what Is needed for their 
benefit and how lo accomplish it. 
IMPROVEMENTS. 
The city is slowly but surely gaining in 
wealth and population. Our fine water 
power has within the last year been made 
more valuable and secure. Some of our 
manufacturing establishments have felt 
the pressure ot hard times, but now, 
thanks to the enterprise aud pluck of the 
stockholders, they are all in running con­ 
dition. if we can succeed in holding those 
we have, for a few years longer, our suc­ 
cess is secured as a mauulacturing town. 
Within the last few years we have in­ 
curred the expense of changing from the 
hand fire engine to the steam Ore engine 
have built two new engine houses, and a 
city hall and offices. We have creeled 
three new school buildings, and repaired 
toe older ones, so that ii is not likely that 
we shall be required to make any large ap 
propriations ,oi public money for several 
years. 
FINANCES. 
Our debt is as fillows: Bonded debt, 
|45 ,00J ; of which #15,000 draws interest 
at 8 per cent., and #10,000 draws interest 
at 7 per cent., aud a ti jailing debt of #1,000 
for hose, due in October, isis.

TUE I IRL DEPARTMENT 
seems to be in good condition. It *ba9 on 
hind I,OJI) feet of new hose, also I /JOO feet 
somewhat worn, 1,500 feet of old hose, and 
new heaters for bilk engines. The losses 
by lire last year were very trifling. 
The 
tire companies are a credit to our city; for 
their discipline, promptness and zjai they 
are entitled O the commendation of every 
citizen. I doubt if the tire department of 
this city has ever been in so efficient a 
condition as now. Buildings, engines and 
equipments are mostly new’. 
TUE SCHOOLS. 
No particular change has been made rn 
the schools Mace last year. The aldermen 
who visited them a few weeks since were 
highly pleaded al the interest manifested 
by teachers and scholars. 
The buildings 
aud yards have been kept in excellent 
order. 
OCR STREETS 
have suffered severely 
under the long 
rains of the past winter. 
We ought to 
tike this matter of roads, road building 
and repairing into serious consideration. 
Every man in the city who owns a team 
will add his earnest approval to any eff ort 
of ours lo this matter of roads. 
We have 
some excellent streets and some main thor 
oughfares leading to and out of the city, 
that have been, during the past winter, 
bottomless sloughs of despond. 
Within 
the past four years the wards have expend­ 
ed #19,000, including what they uow owe 
on tae repair cl streets. Streets have been 
graded ai au enormous cost, and sometimes 
ruined adjacent 
property, aud where the 
streets w’ere graded it has b_*en impassable 
in wet seasons by reason ol tho poor ma­ 
terial used on the surface. 
Each season 
when the taxes are raised we send out a 
host of men lo Wurk on the streets; the 
gutters are cleaned out; the ruts smoothed 
down; lresh soil put on, a little gravel 
Here aud there, and so'on the motley is 
gone and no permanent good is accom­ 
plished. I know i f a #300 J ib on one 
street which lasied until the frost went out 
on the succeeding spriug, but since then 
it has amounted to nothing. 
Taere are 
many such jobs. A city thirtv years of age, 
built on a rock, with an inex ii rustable sup. 
ply of river bank gravel, should have fine 
streets at little expense. 
During the past 
year I nave had some correspondence with 
Hie officers of Kistern cities on this matter 
of roads. 
Th so towns that build good 
roads, of good material, have excellent 
highways the year round at but little ex­ 
pense. 
We want road surface sixteen 
inches thick at least. If gravel is used, we 
should separate the coarse from the fine — 
use the coarse at the bottom and finish up 
with the hue. 
We have between Atty and 
sixty miles ot streets. About one-fourth of 
this mileage is used as main thoroughfares 
If we only built two miles a year,we should 
in ten years, accTmplirh the desired re­ 
sult. 
I respectfully suggest some changes in 
our present 


fla n of Working ; 
1st. Let us oim the two engine teams 
and employ men to use them. During the 
past eight year* we have paid #300 per an­ 
num to each of two teams to haul tho en­ 
nuis. The actua: service of those teams 
has not averaged two weeks in the year 


work, It would, in my judgment, be the 
means 
of 
saving thousands of dol­ 
lars to the city and would result in secur­ 
ing good roads to the city limits on every 
main thoroughfare, as well as on the les­ 
ser traveled streets, would make our tramps 
self-supporting and reduce their number. 
There is no outlay of money which 
would bring such speedy and large returns 
as a thorough improvement of the streets 
leading into the city. Trade would in* 
crease, property would become more valu­ 
able, while every grocer, wood and coal 
dealer, aud physician, in short, all who use 
teams woald rise up and bless us. Now is 
the time, while labor is chelp and tramps 
are numerous. 
TRE LICENSE QUESTION. 
During the past year 39 licenses have 
been granted to sell intoxicating liquor. I 
understand that some of the persons have 
given up the business; others say that they 
would be glad to. Would it not be better 
for all parties to refuse license to those who 
during the entire year have violated their 
bonds and the charter. In the interest of 
such as have kept their oaths, aud have 
observed the ordinances as to closing 
saloons and not selling to minors ana habit 
ual drunkards, and have kept quiet, order­ 
ly places, and as a reprimand to those who 
have not obeyed the law, I would respect­ 
fully suggest that yon select twenty of the 
best saloons and give them a license and a 
fair chance to obey the laws and make a 
living, and refuse to grant any more. 
In 
other States licenses nave been held at a 
high figure, and only a few granted, and it 
is said that such a plan aids in maintaining 
good order. 


THE COW ORDINANCE. 
The Council of last year passed a Cow 
Ordinal ce. and the Mayor has triid to en­ 
force it. Toe law was a good one, and ful­ 
ly as stringent as could have been expect­ 
ed. All horses, sheep, swine, and cattle, 
except milch cows, are prohibited from 
running at large from May 1st to October 
1st ot each year, while from October Isl to 
May 1st none of the animals named can 
run in the street. A large number of aul 
mala have been put into the pound, and 
many more could have 'been, except for 
tile reason that persons eau not be found to 
drive the offending brutes. I have offered 
gojd wages to men and boys out of em­ 
ployment; have endeivortd to enlist! the 
City 
Marshal 
in 
the 
enterprise, 
and have urged citizens to 
aid 
in 
this matter, but all staud back, and with 
the most courteous of smiles are willing to 
leave the glory aud labor wholly to the 
Mayor. One man only bas been found 
who could be induced to do the work, but 
he at last deserted the cause. Bills were 
posted, urging citizens to make complaints 
to the Pound Master. The gallant “three 
hundred” petitioners with 
Cows to the front of them, 
Cows to the r.gbt ol them, 
Cows to the leu ut them. 
Bellow.mr and thundering 
have failed so far as I know to even make 
complaint to the Pound Master or even 
present a name of ao offending citizen. 
However, we have made a good begin­ 
ning. If it Is your pleasure to amend the 
present law, by striking out the exception 
in favor of milch cows, or even it you let 
it be as it is, the law shall be {enforced as 
far as I can enforce it. 


TAXATION. 
By a recent decision of our Supreme 
Court, the assessment of property has be­ 
come a matter of grave importance. To 
discharge this duty well, and so that our 
taxes can be collected, will require the ap­ 
pointment at your hands, of two excellent, 
clear-headed business men—nun who are 
familiar with all kiuds of property and it* 
value—and unless such men be appointed, 
we shall have trouble in collidin* taxes. 
For the purpose of avoiding litigation, 
let us reduce all important motions to 
writing before they are presented to this 
body.for deliberation. 
IN CONCLUSION. 
The comfort and safety of each citizen, 
as well as the security of property, de­ 
pends more upon the actloo of city gov­ 
ernment lhau it docs upon the 6tatc or na­ 
tional government. 
Our actions effect 
persons and property directly. It is hooor 
which we ought to appreciate—to have in 
our keeping the welfare of a city for one 
year. 
Let us so discharge our traits, that those 
who follow after us as city officers shall 
find ta the records which we leave behind 
Bs, an honest purpose at least to do our 
duty well. 
At the conclusion of the message, Ald. 
Lawrence withdrew his resignation as Al­ 
derman of the first ward.
